_ much to be. But, leaving chem to their private Inclinations, let us - 


ſpeak to rhe marter it ſelf. Pirſt then, the Queſtion, as it is pro- 
poſed in thoſe Pap-rs, viz. hy may not the Engliſh aſſiſt the Swede 
as Well as the Dutch do the Dane? ſeems not to be that which the 
State and Parliament of E-glazd thou!d mainly refle& upon. For, 
although all Stares {hculd confider the ARtions of their Neighbours, 


' how far they may tend to the prejudice of themſelves or their 


F:iends, vet this Queſtion is not conceived fit to be diſcuſſed. in x 
State of Eminency, ſuch as Ezgland is, becauſe it fuppoſeth either 
ſome wrong 2im on the D#:ch (ide, or on the ſide of Eng!and, who 
are Confederates ; orelfe it doth intimate that the Detch Reſolu» 
tions ſhould Regulate the Deſizn of England, as if Exglard ſhould 
tak- their meafures in State-aftairs from them, which is below. [the 
thoughts of this Nation. But the. proper. Queſtion to be moved in 
this juncture of affairs is this : 7/herher England ought not to bal- 
!ance between the drvided Proteſtants, toput them in a poſture of 
{afety from the danger of their Common Enemies ? They that can 
con{ider the-intereſt of England, will find that this ſhould be the 
Queſtion, becauſe it is apparent ( as now matters ſtand with Pro-

ceſtants) that they are in a way to deſtroy one another, in favour of 
their common Adverſary : For, Denmark, Holand, and Branden- 
burgh , are leagued againſt Sweden, three againſt one ; aad, ro be 
able to deſtroy him, they have taken-in rhe Auſtrian, rhe common 
Enemy, and they do help the Polanaer and the Jojcovite to ztaule 
him. Whatever the Quarrel between the Swede and the Po:aader 

. was at firſt, is not now to be weighed, the ſtate of the Caſe is quite 
altered ; for, to hinder his progreſle, or rather his ſettlement 'in Po - 
land and Pruſſia, the Hol{ander and the Dane have declared them- 
ſelves to be his enemies ( with what right is not yer queſtioned, only 
the matter of Fa is now to be looked unto ) and they have drawn- 

in the Moſcovite and the Brandenburger, to whom the Etinperour 

F hath readily joyned himſelf ro bring fuell co the fire, that ic may not 

be quenched rill he pleaſe ; for,to think then the Brandenburger and 
Dane can now make peace for themſelves without che Emperour, or . 
to think that the Emperour will ſuffer any Peace to be made readily 
between the Swede and the Dare with the Brandenburger and Ho). 
lander, except ſome, or all of chem firſt be ruined, 1s extream folly : 
Knowing that afſoon as the Swede ſhall agree with them, his whole 
Force will be turned apainſt himſelf: So then there 1s no poſſibility 
of creating for Peace without the Prexaenburger, who heads the 
oppofic Party to Sweden ; and that the Emperour hath not deſigned 
the ruin of the Brandenburger by making him Generaliflimo, is ex- 
rream weaknefle to believe ; For, ſuppoſe he doth prevail againſt the 
Swede, yet he wili be ſo weakned thereby, that he will be at the mer- 
cie of the Anfirian, And, if he prevail! not, he will become the ſear 
of the War, and by thar means his ruin will be incvitable : But ar | 
preſent it is manifeſt that he is made ufe of by rhe publick Enemies | 
and the falſe Friends to the Proteſtants Cauſe, to ruin the chief 
Friend thereof in Germany, namely the Swede, if they can, that th= 
three chief Proreſtants in Germany may devour the fourth. This | 
being clearly che Caufe as it now ftands ; The true Queſtion is, what 
Englaza ſnou'd do therein : for, if Swedew bz ruined, and the eAu- | 
ftrian carry on bis ſubril deſign,thall we thirk that Exgland will cor | 
then be dezit withall? Ts there any Friend that England can truſt to, 
when Szeden is gone 2 Arenot all the true Intereſts of Sweden and 
England the ſame both for ſafety and proſperity, each in their quar- 
' rers without interfering , and yet with conveniency of entercourſe

and aſſiſtance? If eLuſtria prevail apainſt the Body of Proteſtants, 
can England truſt ro Denmark or Holland? have they not in all - 
our troubles, and do they not ſtill undermine the Intereſt of E ng- 
land > Therefore how to prevent the ruinous defign of Proteſtants, 
wherein our own ruin is involved, and how to caſt the Ballance againſt 
the falſe for the true Friend ro the Cauſe, is the proper Queſtion 
which £ng/and ſhould refle&t upon ; Ard whether it will be poſſible 


for England to caſt his Ballance for the preſervation of the Cauſe, - - © 


without upholding the Swede by force, apainlt the force which is 
combined to ruin him, is the matter to he determined by thoſe that 
fit at the Helm : for, co intend a Treaty, without being ſo confider- 
able as co baſlance the power of thoſe that oppoſe you, is ro make 
your ſelves ridiculous, and to give the Cauſe loſt. To conclude then, 
it is conceived that England muſt now either renounce wholly all 
Relation to che Proteſtant Cauſe, and pive it up into the hands of 
rhe Enemy , or elſe appear, and chat ſuddenly in this inſtant, in this 
way to uphold it. 
' As for the Plea which the Papers make for Denmark and Hol- 
land, it is grounded upon four main Arguments, to which all par- 
ticulars may be referred. ; ; 

I. Becauſe (as they ſay) the King of Sweden is the unjuſt Tnva- 
der and Oppreſfour of the Dane, a 2 

2. Becauſe the States of Holland by their Intereſt in Trading in 
the Balthick Sea, and by their ſpeciall League with the Dare, are 
bound to aflift him. | 

3. Becauſe England is obliged by the Peace made with the Dare 
not to ſee him wronged. 

4. Becauſe the States of Hollavd have communicated unto this 
State their deſign of ſuccouring Denmark , and not being difſwaded 
from it, rhey did take filence tor conſent. | 

Concerning the firit, namely, That the Swede hath invaded the 
D ane, is only {aid, bur not proved ; whereas the contrary is a moſt 
evident truth, as can be undeniably proved, namely, That the Dane 
and Dutch have, without any cauſe given to them by the Swede, 
moſt unjuſtly invaded him, fo that he is a meer Defendant of himſelf 
22ainſt them. For ic is known to all the world, that when the Swede 
was engaged inti'e War with Poland, and alſo in League with Den- 
mark and the Duich,that the Dutch made a League with the D ant-

zichers to oppoſe him 3 that they and che Dare together brought a 


Fleer of Ships of War anto the Balthick Sea (the Dutch of fourty 
andoodd, the D ne of nine or ten ſails, to.{hew his dependance upon 
them) rooverpower bim- and that che Dutch ſent Souldiers unto 
Daxtzich to fight againlt him, that he might not ſettle in the poſ- 
ſeflion of that which he had taken from his enemy ; and when this 


was not enough to hinder him, both rhe D#:cb and the Daze dealt 


with the 2Z-/covite to aſliult him in Liefiand, promiſing to Rop all 
ſuccour from Riga by Sea, whiles he did beſfiege it by Land ; and 
when this would not yer ſufficiently divert him, the Daze by the 
Heollanders inſtigation, ( contrary to all Leagues formerly ſworn and 
ratified between them, and notwithſtanding all inſtances made by the 
Swede to treat, and offers to gt ve all due ſatisfaftion to che Daze, if 
any iojary was done fince the fc-.mer League concluded I ſay, rhe 
D ane raiſed three potent Armies,and invaced the Swege in Bremer, 
and in Sweadez it{c if, both where it joynerh to Sconcy, and where it 
bordereth upon Nerway : and ll this was done before the Swede 
Mewed the leaſt Hoſhility againſt Dezwark or the Dutch, nay, 
awbiles the Ducch were treating to renew or confirm their former 
Leagues with him at E/bing ; nay, after they had obtained ail their 
Demands, and hid promiſed to ratifierthe Treaty : fo that the breach 
having been made by the Dutch and Dane fo many wayes without 
any cauſe given by trim, and afrer all ſatisfaQtion oftered by Trearies, 
as45 known to all that know any thing of theſe TranſaRions, it muſt 
be rhought ro be a wonderfull impudence to call the Swede the Inva- 
der:of Denmark, or to allett thathe gave cauſe to the preſent breach 
which is between the Northern Kingdoms ; for, it had been madneſs 
in him-to have given any cauſe of breaking with the Dane, when 
both the Poie and the Moſcovite were joyned againſt him. But the 
truth is, chat at the perſwaſton of the D#tch,and upon their engape- 
ment to him;ro maintain with him cheWar againſt Sweden,the Dane 
broke the Peace with Sweden, which theDan1ſb Agent in the Hague 
hath publickly declared to their face, when thcy lingres to ſend his 
Maſter ſuccour -: the deſign then of the Dare was to take his time 
when the Swede was beſer round with enemies in Po{22n4, to invade 
him in his own-Conntry, that he might be ruined at one inſtant, both 
at.home and-abroad ; hoping by that means that the three Northern 
Crowns (as then the King of Denmark, was heard to fay ) might 


again 
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again come upon one head, meaning his awn ; and indeed, in humane 
appearance it might have been ſo, if God had not wonderfully car- 
ried him along out of Poland,and brought him over the fea to march 
with an Army toward Coppenbhagen to be revenged of che treachery 
which was uſed againſt him. Thefe Truths are fo uodeniabk; thas 
; No mancan have a face to deny them ; for this cauſe the Papers: paſs < 
by the firſt occalion of the War, and would faſten the crime of an in» ® — — 
valton upon the Swede only fince the Treaty concluded ar Roſch:1d, 
3Sif the Sw-4 had without cauſe broken. the Peace concinded there 
in Febrzary, 1657. But when the cauſe ſhall be weighed, as then it 
was, and as afterwards it fell out to be by the malice of the Datch, 
and falſhood of the Daniſh, then it may be derermined impartially, 
whether the Sweds or the Dane did give cavufe to the continuance of 
the War, The caſe at that Treaty was a juſt &cfence of himſelf on 
| the Swediſh part, anda uſt Revenge againſt the Daai/> invaſion, 
; who had deſerved to be dealt withall as he purpoſed to have-deatt 
with the Swea?, that is, to be deprived of all his Dominions, as he 
had defigned to deprive the Swede thereof by his invaſion ; yet the 
Swede was fo mercifull ro him, that when he had all in his power, he 
reſtored unto him more then he deſerved : for contenting himſelf 
with ſuch Territories as were a part of his fecurity, he remiered-unto 
him the Money, the Souldiers and the Ships, cc. chiefthings, which 
by the conditions of Peace he was bound to furniſh him withall, and 
fo put him in a condition to live ſtill as a King of Denmark, upon 
condition that he would be faithfull ro the League made between 
them in time to come, which was not to be leagued with his coemies 
any more, nor to contrive any further diſturbance to his affairs, when 
he ſhonld be retired from kim to march back again into Poland z 
But his back was no ſooner turned , when he was in a poſture ta | 
march into Poland, bur the Confederacy of his encmies, the Zraz+ 
deuburg, the Dutch mnd the «Auftrian, with whom the Dane was 
alſo ſecretly comprehended, was diſcovered ; for it was manifeſt that | 
the D#:tch had not gained their ends, neither at the Treaty of Et+ | 
bing, nor at the Treaty of Reſchil4; this made thera put to all their | 
ſtrength and induſtry to bring over the Brandenburger to their Par- | 
ry, andito put the D ae upon a reſolution withitheir heip ro regain | 
what he had loft , to whom the PoliÞ and Auſtrian affiſtance being 
joyned,they lay the plot to compaſle their firſt ends at an after mm

Of this deſign the Swede had undoubted diſcoveries, not only by the 
D anif+ not ſurrendering of the places neceſſary for his ſecurity in due 
rime, according to conditions , but by the TranſaQions which he 
found agreed upon amongſt theſe Confederates,to work his ruine by 
beſetting bim on all ſides before and bebind ; for wh:ch cauſe he was 
neceflitated ro prevent the unavoidable danger wherewith he was 
threatned,by ſhutting the back- door,and providing for his own ſafe- 
ty ; fo that the effeRt of the Treaty of Roſchild nor being performed, 
bur violated by the Dane , there was no new invaſion made by the 
Swede upon the Daze, but the former defenſive War was coutinued, 
Nam durat bellum, dum belli cauſa durat ; nec pro Aggreſſore ha- 
bendus eft, qui primus ferir, ſed qui cauſam dat ferienas ; which is 
manifeſt by the immediate effe& of their Confederacy ; for the 
Swede no ſooner went back again to wake ſure the paſſage of the 
Sound for his own fafery,but all theſe Confederates were inſtantly in 
Arms againſt him ; by which it was apparent, that their deſigns had 
been formed before hand : So that if there had been no more in the 
Caſe but that the D#tc# having made the Treaty of E/bimg void 
- by theic own default of Ratification, and being juſtly excluded from 
the mediation at the Treaty of Ro/cheld, and the D axe being ſtill in 
League with them who were his chief enemies, and who had more 
power £0 do him miſchief through che Sound then the D ane him- 
ſelf, there was an abſolute necefficy that che Swede ſhould ſecure 
himſelf from che invaſion which was prepared agaialt him. By all 
which it doth appear , that both firſt and laſt the Swede is the De- 
fendant and oppreſſed , and nor the Apgpreflor ; and that the Dutch 
are the Ociginal cauſe, and the Fomenters of all this War, and all co 
maintain their pretended Intereſt of Trade into the Balthick Sea by 
force, when they might have done it by amiable agreements , both 
for themſelves and their friends the D antzibers. 

Concerning the ſecond Argument,which is raken from the Intereſt 
of the Dztch, that their Trade in the Baltbick ſea ſhould be main- 
rained in Peace, Wars being prejudicial thereunto ; and thart the re- 
ſpeRive Northern Kings ſhould be maintained in their Kingdoms 
and Territories, to which efteR they ſay, That they did firſt contra 
with Sweden a defenſive League and Alliance in the year 1640. and 
afterward to the ſame end made another defenſive League with the 
King and Kingdom of Denmark with the approbation of Sweden in

the year 1649+ by which they are obliged to aft him, and in con© 
o_ to that Obligation have ſent their Fleet to relieve him , as

Firſt, It is to be granted, that their Trade in the Balthick Sea is 
one of their great conceraments , and that Wars ordinarily are pre- 
judicial to Trade, is alſo a Truth : bur if ſo, then- their conſcience 
ought to be ſearched and cried upon theſe Interrogatories. 

I» Why they did ſtir up War in the Balrhich Sea ? 

2+ Why they did ſtir up the Dane to break his Covenants with 
the Swede , after that they brought a ſtrong Fleet of men of War 
into the Sea ? 

3» Why they did not ſecure their Trade by amiable Treaties with 
the Swede, as well now, as formerly they did with the King Gufta- 
v1 Adolpbu ? : 

4+ Why they did make themſeives his Enemy in the Poliſh War ? 
had it not been berrec for all Proteſtants ro have had a Proteſtant 
Prince there then a Jeſuired Papiſt ? 

Therefore the Allegation and Plea for Peace being fo direAly con- 
trary to their manifeſt practice, ſheweth, that either this pretence is 
| 2 Politick Neceit, under the colour whereof they ſeek ſomething 
elſe, or clic they think all men fools, and nor able to diſcern the 
language of their a&ions, which ſpeak clearly another thing, namely, 
that having ſet their Northera Kings one apainlt another, they 
would weaken them. fo that both ſhould fall under their power, 
whereupon they would be able ro command the Trade at their own 
pleaſure : for when the Daze ſhould not beable co ſubſiſt without 
them, and the Swede ſhould be ruined by them, then they ſhould do 
what they would in the Trade ; And all Intelligent men can ſee that 
their ations all along ſpeak nothing elſe but this. It is true, thar 
their great concernment is Trade ia the Balthick Sea : and itis alſo 
rrue, that Wars are ordinarily prejudicial to Trade , namely when 
they cannot manage the War to their own advantage ; but if by 
War they can hinder all others from Trading beſides themſelves, or 
that none can Trade ywithout their leave, (as now in the [ndves they 
have begun ro do)chen War is ſo far from being prejudicial to Trade, 
that it becomes the only advantage thereof; and that their pre» 
ſamprion is ſuch, that they mean to carry it this way, is clear, nor 


only by all their proceedings hitherro,and by their care that England

ſhould 
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(ould not intermeddle ( which. is. only able. to break this Deſign!) 
but by their Reſolution expreſſed in oppoſition to Eng/ands inters 
medling, by theſe words uſed in cheir Conſulcation concerning Enge 
land; Aut c444 aut cedas, cicher beat or give way. By all which it 
appears, as alſo by the Letter which their Ambaſladour Yan Bemun- 
5ng wrote to his Malters the States, that the name of Peace is indeed 
in their mouth , but nothing but War in their heart, Counſels and 
A&ions ; and,which above all this,is yet ſo much the more evident + 
becauſe that fince the time that the publick Miniſters of E1gland and 
France have at the Hagae diflwaded the States from promoting the 
War in the Sound, declaring in the name of their Maſters thac it 
would be taken as promoting it againſt themſelves , they have made 
areater preparations for War then ever, by leavying an extraordi- 
nary Contribution to maintain it ; and preparing a greater Fleet then 


agy hererofore to employ init : and yet they would have the world 
fo bliad and fooli(h, as to believe that no ſuch thing is intended. 


As concerning their Leagues with Dezwmark and Sweden (for they 


alledge 1649. before 1640.) they proſtitute their Credit very ſhame- 
fully in that buſineſs ; becauſe they mention only their Obligation to 


Denmark , whereas their League with Swedez is more ancient than 


_ that with Denmark ; and then it was a double League,one in 1640. 


and another in 1645 and both very {tric and ſpecial for mutua) De- 
fence, whereas the League with Dezmark,was but in general eerms, 
and made with coniznrt of Sweden, {0 that in it nothing is concluded 
tothe prejudice of Swedes ; but in their League with Swedes, there 
is particulir mention made of the Dane by name, as being. complained 
of that he had many ways iranſgreſled, contra Jus Gentizm, Patla, 
Convente, & moren ab antiquo obſervatum , which they never 
yer could ſay of the Swedes ; but chiefly it is obſervable, that in the 
fore-named League, whereas on the Swediſh fide, Fraxce, and the 
Princes of Germany, and on the Dutch fide, France, England and 
Venice are comprebended as Confederates, Denmark is left our by 
both parties, which in the League detween them and Denmark can- 


not be in reference to Sweaen, feinp it was made with the ab of 


England and Swedes : nor did that League refpe only the occafion 
ofthe War then compoſed between the cwo Crowns, whereof men- 
tion is made in the iſt and fecond Articles, bur it relates to futore

| thatche Dutch are guilty of a threefold breach of Covenant againſt 

the Swedes, 1. That they did not aflift the Swede when the Pane 
did fo treacherouſly invade him, as bath 'been:ſhewed. 2. That they 
themſelves did ſtir up the Dare to invade Sweden, as alſo hath been 
made to appear. 3. That they have aftiſted Denmark againſt Swe- 
deny, when, according to their own and all mens.confeſſton, the 
D ave was the Aggreſlor and Invader of Swederz for, when the 
King of $iveden yas the'hrſt time in Holſtein, before ever he-came 
into Zealand, they-did fend to the Dave Money, Souldiers, Ships, 
and all other 'things,whatever-they conld ſend, & he defired of them. 
And whereas in this place, they make mention of the Treaty of 
Elbing , to blame the King of Sweden, thatthe did wave it upon a 
pretence that ſome preliminar Declarations were ficſt ro be made, and | 
Affurances given ; and, in the mean time, on the ninth of 4=grft, 
1658. he went into the Ifland of Zealand : This is like all che relt ; 
for it is to be noted, that the Treaty of E/bing was concluded be- 
tween the Swede and the Dutche Ambaſſadors on the firſt of Sep- 
tember, 1656, then the Ratification was .promiſed to be made by 
the States within ſome 'few-months ; but they performed not their 
promiſe, but protracted the time till the King of Sweden went into 
Zealand, which was two whole years , wanting three weeks only, 
that is, till theninth of eL#g»ſt, 58. Then when'the Sweae by 2 
Miracle was'become Maſter of Zealand, they ſent the Ratitication of 
their own accord, when as before that time the SWede had urged 
them almoſt an hundred times to ſend:it-wich-much entreaty; where-

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Upon when it came, being too late, it was juſtly refuſed to be accepted 
tiil ſome preliminary Declarations ſhould be made, and Afſurances 
oiven to prevent future juglings, which formerly they had uſed on 
their part ; and yer this is now alledged as a preat wrong done to 
them that the League was not confirmed, when they themſclves were 
the only cauſe of it , by delaying che Ratification , chat they mighe 
deal underhand with the Moſcovite and with Dermuck to becray 
the Swede, whiles they pretended to treat with him ;. which Treaty 
was indeed altogether ( if chey had been honeſt) needleile, becauſe 
there were two Leagues in full force between them at that time : 
but they propoſing a Confirmation of theſe Leapues, the King would 
not refuſe it, but was excream willing to have it done, ſeing ic would 
have ſecured him againſt the Dare ; but their D-ſign was only to 
propoſe it ro make him more ſecure, and the better ro colour their 
perfidious dealing in ſtirring up enemies againſt him ; ſo that it is to 
be wondered they ſhould have the impud-nce now to alledge for 
their juſtification, a thing ſo notortou'ly ſhamefull and koown to all 
the World co have been acolour of their Treachery. 


The third Argument alledged concerning the League between | 
Englind and Denmark is all of z-picce with the former. For, the . 
Dane ſent Ambaſſadors intro England to treat for a League before 


the War broke forth between the Parliament and Hellard: this he 
did not ſo much for himſelf, as to ſerve the turn of the D#tch , that 
is,to help them to deceive the Parliament ; for when the Treaty was 
even upon concluding, the Dare arreſted, without any colour or pre- 
tence of Juſtice, the Englith Fleet in the Sond, to gratifie the Hol- 
Landers, who were reſolved to break with England. So, under the 
pretence of a Treaty, he favoured the Dztch defigns of weakenin 
England by Sea. Then when che War was at an end, the Dzrch, 
who promiſed to fave him harmlefle, made Conditions for him with 
England, and made reſtitution of dammages for the ſhips and goods 
arrelted. Thus the Dare was nothing in all his applications tro E ng- 
land but the Vaſlal of the Dztch to do their work : and now in the 
War with Sweden he muſt be their drudge to bear the burden of 
their Intereſt ; therefore the Leagues made with him, are broken b 


him, or kept at their pleaſure. Now, if he and they have had no 


conſcience t9 break all their Leagues with Sweden, who is the Con- 
tederate of England, without any communication of Counſel witly 
ne © 
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(if any were) compoſed, nay, againſt all fair offers of ſatisfaRion, in 
caſe of wropg done ; I iay, if the Dane hath chas behaved himſelf 
in the obſerving of that League, in a-manner as if it had nor been, I- 
ſee not any Obligation lying upon Eng lard to favour him for it 3: for 
England had no reſpeR unto him bur for the Datch-ſake, nor did he 
ever reſpect England bur upon their account at that time : Whereas 
in all former occaſions he hath ſhewed himſelf rather an Enemy then 
a Friend to the State ; and in this occaſion he hath made himfelt-the 
chief Enemy to the Proteſtant Cauſe, which is the great and main In- 
tereſt of England to have it ſupported ; for this is the great wheel 
upon which all the Leagnes which England hath with Forraigners, 

and chiefly w-ch Proteſtants, do turn and are grounded; ſo that if any: 
State do overthrow that Intereſt, which Denmark in this caſe hath 
endeavoured to do, the Obligation which England hath unto it,muſt 
ceaſe, bec-uſe the Foundation of it is made void; therefore the Dare 
at this time having done this, England ſhould be ſo far from aſlilting 

him, that it ought rather to help him to receive his juſt reward,which 

is , that he ſhould ſuffer that which he hath endeavoured to bring 

upon his harmleſle Neighbour, 

The lat Argument is, that the D#tch having communicated their 
defign co alli(t Denmark with England, they were not diſſwaded. 
from it, but ir Glently was aflented unto ; whereupon the Admirall 
Opdam was ſent thither, and did not of ſet purpoſe, but occafionally. 
come to fight with che Swedes ; ſcing the States intention was to 

| work out a peaceable agreement, whereunto the concurrence of 
| England was deſired. Now to ſhew that there is no more truth in 
| this then in all che fore- going Allegations ; let us examine firſt, thar 
which doth concern Opdams by the ation it ſelf, and his behaviour 
in performing of it. Firſt, the preparation of ſo many fire- ſhips 
which Opdam brought along with him, ih2ws that 2 fight was pur- 
poſcly intended to deſtroy. the Swediſh Fleet ; And the inſtruQi- 
| ons whick he had from the States his Maſters, whereof a Copy was 
found in the Vice- admirals #irte Witr/on his Cabinet, * Sub Lit. 
A. whoſe ſhip was taken by rhe Swedes,do ſhew that he was charg- 
ed in expreſſe terms to deſtroy the Swediſh Fleet 1n whole or in 
part; wherever he ſhould meet with it ; Nor is there any one word 
of any peaccable tranſaion A" therein :. And indeed —"— 
. 3 $- 
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his betmviour in paſſing through the Sownd-was anſwerable thereun- 
to ; for-when'the King of SWeden had fent a mefſage unto him, be- 
fore-heidid enter into the Jownd, ro know the purpoſe:of his comir 
thither, he returned/him no anfwer, bur'ſent che Leceer and Meflage 
which-came from-him with a-Galtor:rohis Maſters, and'in the mean 
tirne came onitowards the Sound, and:when he came within it, his 
behaviour was altogether hoſtile ; for, huving caſt Anchor direRly 
over againſt che Caltle of Cronenburg, and (being ſaluted by it ina 
friendly manner he returned to it nofriendly re-falutation, barithe 
wind ſerving-him favourably,he fell diretly-upon the Swediſh Fleet 
with whole-broad-fides ro:overthrow it , which accordingly they ſo 
anſwered , that the Datch have-had no cauſe to boaſt of a ViRtory, 
although in Holand they made the people believe-ſo. And this will 
fuffice:to thew-the falſhood of that which 'is alledged , concerning 
the purpoſe-of their Fleetiin going to the Soxnd. 
As concerning their 4ntention of Peace, wherein they ſhould have 
defired-Englandto concur with them, that.is no more:truethen the 
reſt;; forar the ſame'time-when this Intention was held forth unto 


Englund, it s'known:that in Holland a Fleet was preparing of 200. | 


S1ils, not to bring the Auſtrian, Brandenburgiſh and Poliſh Forces 
into Zealand-and Twnenionly, bur.even into Schonen , and over the 
$wediſh\Frontiers ,, whereupon.Letters were ſeri unto the Dane to 
diffwatle him from all Treaties of Peace with the Swede, promiſing 
him that they would employ their whole might in the quarrel:; and 
to:rhisefiet the rwo!hundreth:peny was yeelded unto, for which a 
long;time had been endeavoured , which without a great and'urgent 
concernment would never have -been granted, and which doth 
amount 'to many Millions ; and the defign of theſe-preparations was 
openly given out in Holland to bring England under the Command 
of Hollandart fca,ito:receive the Law from them, and ro cut-off the 
Correſpondency which might be 'berween Enylend and Sweden ;
